CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Lee Boyd Malvo was moti- 
vated by greed and propelled by simple mean- 
ness, not insanity, when he killed 10 people at 
random during last year’s sniper spree, a pros- 
ecutor said Tuesday in closing arguments. 

Circuit Judge Jane Marum Roush sent 
the case to the jury just after 4 p.m. Tuesday. 
The panel was expected to begin deliberat- 
ing Wednesday morning. 

Prosecutor Robert R Horan Jr. called 


Malvo and sniper mastermind John Allen 
Muhammad “peas in a pod” who are both 
responsible for the killings. 

Malvo ’s attorneys have argued the 18- 
year-old was temporarily insane because 
Muhammad’s brainwashing rendered him 
unable to tell right from wrong. Defense 
lawyer Michael Arif said Malvo, desperate 
for a father figure, eventually became “a cult 
of one” under Muhammad’s influence. 


Malvo is charged with 
the Oct. 14, 2002, slaying of 
FBI analyst Linda Franklin. 
The jury must decide that 
Malvo was the triggerman 
in Franklin’s death for him 
to be eligible for the death 
penalty on one of two capi- 
tal murder counts. The sec- 
ond count, which alleges Franklin’s death was 
an act of terrorism, does not require that Malvo

Morning-After 
Pill Backed for 
Drugstore Sale 

WASHINGTON | Emergency contraception — 
the morning- after pill — should be available 
without a prescription, on pharmacy shelves 
next to the aspirin and cough medicine, gov- 
ernment advisers said Tuesday. 

The nation’s largest gynecologists group 
had urged the move, saying it would greatly 
increase women’s ability to get the pills in 
time to prevent pregnancy. 

Used widely, emergency contracep- 
tion could cut in half the nation’s 3 million 
unintended pregnancies each year, and in 
turn prevent hundreds of thousands of abor- 
tions, proponents told scientific advisers to 
the Food and Drug Administration. 

The FDA’s advisers agreed, on a 27-4 vote, 
that the Plan B morning- after pill should be 
sold over the counter. The FDA isn’t bound by 
advisers’ recommendations but it usually fol- 
lows them. Commissioner Mark McClellan said 
Tuesday the FDA would make a final decision 
in “a matter of months.” lauran neergaard (ap)

Bush Signs Bill 
Restricting Spam 


Measure provides tools 
to rein in distribution 
of unwanted e-mail 

WASHINGTON | President Bush 
signed legislation Tuesday meant 
to stem the flood of unwanted 
e-mail pitches that irritate Internet 
users and drain the economy. 

White House spokesman Scott 
McClellan said the measure “will 
help address the problems associat- 
ed with the rapid growth and abuse 
of spam by establishing a frame- 
work of technological, administra- 
tive civil and criminal tools, and by 
providing consumers with options 


to reduce the volume of unwanted 
e-mail.” 

Passed by Congress earlier 
this month, the measure outlaws 
the persistent techniques used by 
e-mailers who send tens of millions 
of messages each day to peddle their 
products and services. 

The bill supplants anti- spam 
laws already passed in some states, 
including California. 

It also encourages the Federal 
Trade Commission to create 
a do-not-spam list of e-mail 
addresses and includes penalties 
for spammers of up to five years 
in prison in rare circumstances.

Jurors Weigh Fate 
Of Mom Charged 
In Babies’ Deaths 

MONTICELLO, N.Y. | Jurors began 
deliberations Tuesday in the trial of 
a woman accused of murdering her 
three newborns during the 1980s, 
a case brought after mummified 
remains were found in a storage 
shed in Arizona this year. 

Diane Odell, 50, is charged with 
three counts of intentional mur- 
der and three counts of murder by 
depraved indifference in the death 
of the babies, who died shortly after 
they were born between 1982 and 
1985 in Kauneonga Lake, 78 miles 
north of New York City. 

Odell was arrested in May after 
the remains, wrapped in towels and 
blankets, were found in cardboard 
boxes in a storage shed in Safford, 
Ariz. She had apparently delivered 
the babies without medical help, (ap) 


CHICAGO I People who are out of 
shape in their 20s run a high risk 
of developing high blood pressure, 
diabetes and other heart attack risk 
factors by their 30s and 40s, accord- 
ing to a study in which people were 
given treadmill tests of their fitness. 

The lesson: “People can’t wait 
until middle age to try and pro- 
tect themselves,” said lead author 
Mercedes Carnethon, an assistant 
professor of preventive medicine at 


Northwestern University in Chicago. 
The study involved about 4,400 
men and women who were given 
a treadmill test when they were 18 
to 30. Most of them were followed 
for 15 years after that. 

Those who did not do well on 
the treadmill test faced double the 
risk of developing high blood pres- 
sure, diabetes or other health con- 
ditions, compared with highly fit 
participants, (ap) 


Custody 
Law Unfair, 
Court Says 

WASHINGTON | A law passed by 
Congress to aid a woman who went 
to jail rather than divulge the where- 
abouts of her daughter was declared 
unconstitutional Tuesday by a fed- 
eral appeals court. 

Dr. Elizabeth Morgan spent two 
years in jail in the late 1980s for defy- 
ing a court order to allow her ex-hus- 
band to visit the girl, who is now 21. 

Morgan, a plastic surgeon, went 
to jail rather than allow the girl’s 
father the visits ordered by a District 
of Columbia Superior Court judge. 

A special act of Congress freed 
her in 1989 and the next year she 
joined her daughter, who was liv- 
ing with Morgan’s parents in New

Pilot will fly replica of 
plane used in historic 
1903 Wright takeoff 

KILL DEVIL HILLS, N.C. | Kevin 
Kochersberger is already happy 
with his pioneering flight. 

The engineering professor is to 
play the part of Orville Wright in a 
re-enactment of the first powered 
flight at 10 :35 a.m. Wednesday 100 
years to the minute after it occurred. 

Kochersberger successfully flew 
a scrupulously accurate copy of the 
1903 Wright flyer during a test run 
last month. On Wednesday he’ll 
attempt the flight before 35,000 
ticket-holders, television cameras 
and President Bush. 

The re-enactment was orga- 
nized by the Experimental Aircraft 
Association, a nonprofit aviation 
organization based in Oshkosh, 
Wis. It culminates a weeklong fes- 


tival honoring the Wrights’ success- 
ful flights of Dec. 17, 1903. 

They made four that day. Orville 
won a coin toss and piloted the first, 
a 12 -second, 120 -foot hop. Wilbur 
flew the last time, covering 852 feet 
in 59 seconds. As the brothers dis- 
cussed the flight with some of the 
five locals who had watched, a gust 


of wind flipped the parked flyer, 
damaging it beyond repair and end- 
ing the experiments for the year. 

The re-enactment team has had 
similar success and setbacks. The 
reproduction flyer was unveiled in 


March, but due to a tight schedule 
and uncooperative weather, made 
only three test flights.

Country’s Main Route From 
Kandahar to Kabul Reopens 

Afghanistan on Tuesday inaugurat- 
ed the refurbished Kabul-Kanda- 
har highway. The 300 -mile highway 
was retooled over 11 months despite 
an onslaught of Taliban attacks 
against road workers, mine clearers 
and security personnel. Resurfacing 
has cut travel time between the 
two Afghan cities from 16 hours to 
about six, helping knit the coun- 
try and its devastated economy 
back together. The $270 million 
project was funded mostly by the 
American government, (ap) 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Troops snared a 
leader of the guerrilla insurgen- 
cy and 78 other people in a raid 
north of Baghdad, not far from 
where Saddam Hussein was cap- 
tured three days earlier, the U.S. 
military said Tuesday. 

The raid in the village of Abu 
Safa, about 60 miles north of 
Baghdad, began late Monday after 
insurgents in Samarra ambushed 
U.S. forces. The military said Tues- 
day that its troops killed 11 of the 
attackers. No Americans were hurt. 

By early Tuesday, U.S. troops 
arrested Qais Hattam, the No. 5 
fugitive on the U.S. Army’s list of 
“high value targets,” said Capt.

Key Allies 
Agree on 
Iraqi Debts 

France, Germany say 
they will help ease 
country’s huge debt 

BERLIN I President Bush’s special 
envoy on Iraq won agreement 
Tuesday from Germany and France, 
two of the most ardent opponents 
of the American -led war, to ease 
Baghdad’s huge debt burden. 

The agreement came after 
former Secretary of State James 
A. Baker HI met with German 
Chancellor Gerhard Schroeder 
in Berlin and French President 
Jacques Chirac in Paris. 

France, Germany and the United 
States agree that there should be 
substantial debt reduction for 
Iraq in the Paris Club, a 19 -mem- 
ber group of creditor nations, the 
leaders of the three nations said in 
a joint statement. 

Iraq owes $40 billion to the 
United States, France, Germany, 
Japan, Russia and others in the 
Paris Club. 

Baker’s mission was complicat-

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Dulles Metro Line 
Receives Support 


Board member Hanley 
describes extension as a 
necessity for the region 

FAIRFAX, VA. | Extending Metrorail 
to Tysons Corner and Dulles Airport 
has hit a series of roadblocks in 
recent weeks. But a longtime cham- 
pion of the plan believes the line 
must be built — and will — because 
the region desperately needs it. 

Outgoing Fairfax County Board 
of Supervisors Chair Katherine K. 
Hanley — who also sits on the 
Metro Board — called the project 
“a priority in Fairfax and northern 
Virginia.” 

“I believe there will be sup- 


port for that just as the rest of the 
region has supported Maryland in 
its expansions ” Hanley said in an 
Associated Press interview. 

The next chairman of the Metro 
Board, Robert J. Smith, said last 
week he opposes the extension unless 
there is a change in the portion 
Maryland would pay for operating 
the line. Maryland Transportation 
Secretary Robert L. Flanagan later 
said Smith was expressing his per- 
sonal opinion, and that the state does 
not intend to block the line. 

Earlier this month, the Herndon 
Town Council vetoed a special tran- 
sit tax district, throwing a monkey 
wrench into the financing plan.

Md. Lawmakers Push for 
Statewide Smoking Ban 


ANNAPOLIS, MD.I Two Maryland 
legislators announced Tuesday 
they will introduce legislation 
banning smoking in indoor public 
places statewide. 

The ban would prohibit lighting 
up in bars and restaurants as well 
as public restrooms, child care and 
health care facilities, nursing homes, 
sports arenas, gymnasiums, bowl- 
ing alleys and at least 75 percent of 
the rented rooms in hotels.

Congress seeks probe 
into 50% rate hike, 
possible price gouging 

WAS H I N GTO N I A surge in natural gas 
prices is raising fears of high heating 
costs this winter and has prompted 
a demand in Congress for an inves- 
tigation into possible price gouging 
and market manipulation. 

Natural gas prices, on both 
the spot and futures market, have 
soared nearly 50 percent since just 
before Thanksgiving. 

Industrial users of natural gas 
have called for an investigation 
into possible market abuses. Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
promised hearings on the issue. 

He said he couldn’t understand 
how normal market forces could 
cause a 50 percent jump in price 
when supplies appear adequate. 

Analysts said a combination 
of events have spooked the mar- 
ket, including an onslaught of

ROADTESTI Toyota’s Tundra pick- 
up truck just got bigger. The latest 
addition to the Tundra lineup, the 
Double Cab, now ranks as the big- 
gest vehicle Toyota makes. 

The Tundra Double Cab has 
four, front-hinged doors and a rear 
seat for three with a seatback that’s 
reclined a comfortable 24 degrees 
like that in the Toyota Sequoia sport 
utility vehicle.

I hardly heard 
the V8 unless I really pushed down 
aggressively on the accelerator.

I felt mostly mild vibrations, noth- 
ing harsh, while traveling on pave- 
ment.

I have a 2002 Ford Escape and the 
emergency brake light is continu- 
ally on, even when the brake is not 
engaged. It’s been going on for two 
weeks now, and, although the car is 
not driving any differently, it’s still 
a bit disconcerting. 

This should be checked imme- 
diately! In your case it could be 
something as basic as low brake 
fluid level or as complex as a prob- 
lem in your ABS brake system. But 
a red warning light should always 
be treated as being dangerous to 
you or your car. Never assume a 
red light is lying. Always assume 
it is telling the truth. 


I’m selling my car through an online 
ad, and I would appreciate your 
advice on managing test drives 
and accepting payment — should I 
accept checks? 

Never hand over the keys to 
your car for a test drive. Also, don’t 
just go along for the ride — take a 
second person with you. It is not 
unheard of for people test driving 
cars to threaten you and take the 
car. Always insist on some form 
of secure payment. No personal 
checks. Also, don’t show the car at 
your home, as this could be a setup 
for a later robbery. 

When I learned to drive, my dad 
taught me to press the gas pedal 
several times before starting the 
engine, particularly in cold weath- 
er. Is this advice still valid? 

No. That was when cars had 
carburetors. Today, all cars are 
fuel injected and pumping the 
accelerator will do nothing to the 
way the car starts. Turn the key, 
nothing more.

FI LM I With “The Lord of the Rings: 
The Return of the King,” Peter 
Jackson delivers a decent ending 
to his fantasy trilogy — actually, 
about 12 endings. 

This is the main flaw to an oth- 
erwise rousing, action-packed clos- 
ing chapter that began with 200l’s 
“The Fellowship of the Ring” and 
continued with last year’s “The Two 
Towers.” The nine-hour theatrical 
epic winds up petering out in anti- 
climactic torpor. 

The movie opens with a flash- 
back explaining how Smeagol 
(Andy Serkis) came to possess his 
“precious” ring, and the dark deeds 
that transformed him into wizened 
fiend Gollum. 

Then the action picks up where 
“Two Towers” left off, with Gollum 
plotting to regain his “precious” as 


Frodo and Sam trek toward Mount 
Doom, where they must destroy the 
ring to keep dark lord Sauron from 
enslaving Middle -earth. 

Meantime, Aragorn, Gandalf 
and the gang square off against 
Sauron’s plug-ugly minions. 


If you’re looking for bigger and 
better battles than the first two 
chapters, “Return of the King” 
comes through. Jackson and his 
New Zealand crew pile computer- 
generated props, sets and creatures 
as high as a Nazgul’s eye to create 


the colossal combat scenes. 

Bat-faced ores ride gargantu- 
an elephants into battle against 
humans on horseback. The adver- 
saries engage in a very cool catapult 
duel that brings mountains of bro- 
ken castle stone down on the war- 
riors. Aragorn and pals Legolas the 
Elf (Orlando Bloom) and Gimli the 
Dwarf (John Rhys -Davies) charge 
into the fray at the head of a ghastly 
ghost army. 

Frodo’s battle with a giant spider 
is one ofthe creepiest computer- ani- 
mated sequences ever produced. 

While Liv Tyler’s Arwen and Cate 
Blanchett’s Galadriel again are mere 
window-dressing, Miranda Otto’s 
Eowyn soars to provide the most 
forceful female presence in the 
entire trilogy and arguably the 
strongest single moment in “Return 
of the King.” 

Christopher Lee’s evil wizard 
Saruman is absent, though no 
doubt he’ll be back in the extend- 
ed home-video version. Tolkien 
fans still can look forward to that 
precious longer cut next fall.

TO THE EDITOR 

IN RESPONSE to Peter Harper 
Burris’s letter (Dec. 16) propos- 
ing that federal and church prop- 
erties be taxed to raise revenue for 
Metro, taxation of federal prop- 
erties by lesser authorities was 
declared unconstitutional in the 
case McCulloch V. Maryland (1819). 
Therefore, Metro and its constitu- 
ent regions (D.C., Md., and Va.) are 
unable to tax federal properties. 

In addition, Metro already 
receives funding from the federal 
government, so such taxation would 
only cut into the funds the govern- 
ment provides to Metro. 

As to taxing churches, the sepa- 
ration of church and state does not 
allow such influence, as, in theory, the 
state could place high enough taxes 
on a place of worship that it would 
no longer be able to function, to the 
detriment of religious freedom.

Why did Essie Mae Washington- 
Williams, who presumably was also 
touched by discrimination in her 
life, never break with her father’s 
public image and messages of hate 
and bigotry? 

Ms. Williams is a very religious 
person and somehow this issue was 
tied up in her views of Christian-like 
behavior. Her children convinced 
her that it was part of history. 

Interestingly, a newspaper 
in 1948, The Baltimore Afro- 
American, did a long piece on 
Thurmond’s alleged black off- 
spring that talked about other 
possible family connections. The 
paper did not mention Essie, and 
no one picked up on this piece at 
the time. 

Wasn’t Thurmond quite progres- 
sive during his early years as a 
teacher/coach ... and only changed 
to a virulent segregationist well 
after his political career began? 

You are right. Thurmond made 
a name for himself as a liberal pro- 
gressive. He had a few race initia- 
tives that were ahead of their time, 
but he did a flip-flop in 1948 after 
aides advised him that he had a 
shot at the presidency if he played 
the race card and aligned himself 
with the Dixiecrats. 

Why do you think Thurmond took 
this secret to his grave instead of 
making a public admission in the 
last few years when an acknowl- 
edgement probably would have 
caused little, if any, damage? 

Sheer pride and deep, deep deni- 
al. Both were part of his personality 
until the end.
